Statistics, can be inter- 
preted many ways. 

They can be used to prove 
a point of view and, 
sometimes, when interpre- 
ted mistakenly, they can be 
used to prove an opposite 
point of view. 

A few weeks ago, I 
quoted statistics in this 
column from the Canadian 
Grocer. I said food prices in 
this country increased 8.5 
per cent last year. Not so, 
says a spokesman for the 
Canadian Grocer magazine. 

Food sales—not food 
prices—increased by 8.5 
per cent. And there is a 
difference. It was dollars 
through the cash register 
that increased by that 
amount. 

The original column was 
deploring the fact that 
Canadians sit idly watching 
as a group of five conglo- 
merates capture all the 
buying clout in the food 
chain. Canada Safeway and 
IGA signed a deal this year 
to become a single buying 
group. Dominion Stores and 
Steinberg merged more 
than a year ago for buying 
purposes. They call it 
Volume One. The Weston 
empire joined Provigo for 
the same reason. 

This buying power could 
be manipulated to the 
detriment of the consumer. 

But George Condon, edi- 
tor of Canadian 
magazine, says the surveys 
in the magazine do not 
reveal any evidence that 
such a thing is happening 

and ‘‘any assumptions that 
our surveys do reveal it are 
untrue.” 


In fact, he suggested that’

on savings to the buying 
public by giving the best 
deals they can., Food stores 
work on a net profit of one 
per cent. Gross margins in 
the food chains 10 years ago 
hovered around 26 per cent. 
That gross margin has 
dropped to around 20 per 
cent. Only by cost-cutting 
has the one-per-cent profit 
margin been maintained. 

“There is no indication 
that the buying power of the 
chains has increased prices 
to consumers," he said. 

He is quite right. But 
there is no indication that 
the buying power has 
decreased prices, either. 

I am quite prepared to 
accept Canadian Grocer's 
assumption that there are 
no real bad guys in the food 
chain and that food in this 
country is still a bargain. 

But I am not prepared to 
accept that the power in the 
hands of a few could be 
used to the detriment of the 
buying public. Perhaps it 
has not reached that stage. 
Maybe it But the 
history of corporate rip-offs 
in this country would 
suggest the worst 

If I mis-used Canadian 
Grocer's statistics to prove a 
point, I apologize. But the 
point I was trying to prove is 
this: That much power 
should not be in the hands 
of a few companies. 

Canadians should force 
the government to pass 
legislation against such 
obvious power. And again, 
let me repeat: there is no 
evidence that this power has 
been abused. 

The fact remains that it 
could be abused. 

The present 
combines act and fair 
business practices act are in 
dire need of revision. It is 
legislation that is next to 
useless.

Who will receive it? 


& If you are 65 or over and own or rent your home, you are eligible for the 


Property Tax Grant. — 


@ The 1983 instalment cheque is mailed to Ontario seniors who received 


_ the 1982 Property Tax Grant. 


@ This is intended to help you pay your property tax or rent for the first 
part of 1983. In the fall you will automatically receive an application for 


the balance of your grant. 


Who will not receive it? 


Basically, if you didn't receive a 1982 Property Tax Grant, you will not 
receive the spring instalment. In particular, seniors should note that: 
" @ If you-reside in a nursing home, home for the aged or any property 
tax-exempt institution, you are not eligible for the Property Tax Grant. 
@ If you turned 65 after December 3lst, 1982 (and therefore did not qualify 
for a grant last year) you also will not receive the spring instalment.

Milk supply update 


Total milk marketings to 
the Board decreased by 2.3 
per cent in March, 1983 
relative to marketings in 
March 198%. This is the 
second consecutive month 
for which a month-over 
month reduction has been 
recorded. The month-over 
month decrease was 0.3 per 
cent in February following 
increases of 2.2 per cent in 
January and 3.0 per cent in 
December. Total milk mar 
ketings for the dairy year to 
the end of March are 
running 2.1 per cent higher 
than last year's marketings 

The shift or reversal in 
the production trend started 
in February. The reduction 
increased significantly in 
March and this trepd is 
expected to continue for the 
remainder of the dairy year 
and can be attributed to 


increased culling which has 
been evident in recent 
months 
On an adjusted basis fluid 
sales increased 0.4 per cent 
.in March, 1983 compared to 
March. 1982. Cumulative 
fluid sales for the August to 
March period of the current 
dairy vear are 0.9 per cent 
lower than for the same 
period last year The fluid 
sales picture has improved 
during the first three 
months of 1985 With 
metrication of the three 
quart container to four litres 
it is hoped that fluid sales 
will continue to iumnprove.

increased total marketings 
have had a significant 
impact on MSQ utilization.

At the same time, the

Everyone will benefit 
from the 90-day retail sales 
tax holiday on furniture and 
appliances.
